STATEMENT. 


The  Banks  in  Maryland,  and  the  American  Life  Insurance  and 
Trust  Company,  as  required  by  theii  respective  charters,  pay  into 
the  Treasury,  annually,  20  cents  on  every  liundred  dollars  of  their 
capital  paid  in.  This  is  denominated  the  Free  Schools'  Fund.
